Premier-elect Doug Ford’s popular 
message of taxpayer relief is looming 
large ahead of the municipal elections, 
says Councillor Martin Medeiros. 

“We can’t be all things to all people,” 
he told Peel Weekly News. “We can’t de- 
liver everything. We have to get back to 
‘what’s our core mandate’. With Doug 
Ford, he starts raising awareness for res- 
idents and if forces us to look within and 


say ‘what are we doing for our part.” 
The Brampton Ward 3 and 4 Council- 
lor is looking ahead to municipal elec- 
tions with Ford’s election message of 
te for taxpayers, still resonating 
voters. 

“One thing I really took away as a local 
representative. It’s so great to have these 
progressive programs and you want to 
help people but people are feeling it in

Last December, Brampton councillors 
approved a budget that included a hike 
in property taxes, user fees and agreed 
to take on debt to pay for major projects 
in 2018.

At the time, Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey said, “Brampton is in- 
vesting for long-term impact.” 

The City approved a 2.7 per 
cent residential property tax 
rate increase for 2018 meaning 
the average homeowners must 
come up with an extra $126, 
including the Peel Region 
share of the tax burden and ed- 
ucation costs. It includes a 2 
per cent levy for maintaining 
infrastructure. 

Medeiros says residents have 
been talking to him about the 
increase. “I’ve heard it every- 
where I’ve gone to. A lot of 
them are right. So when you 
see our council giving money to 
semi-pro hockey teams, spend- 
ing money to buy golf courses, 
it drives people nuts,” he said. 

Not all workers have seen 
their salaries fail to keep up 
with rising government costs.

Federal change to summer Jobs program “jeopardizes” 150 jobs, says Archbishop

Toronto’s Archbishop says 
controversial changes to a 
federal summer Jobs pro- 
gram overseen by a Peel MP 
has jeopardized at least 150 
positions, including work 
for deaf and developmen- 
tally challenged children. 

"I wish to draw your at- 
tention to a deeply troubling 
issue,” wrote Thomas Cardi- 
nal Collins in an email to 
Catholics. 

"In late 2017, the federal 
government revised its ap- 
plication requirements for 
the 2018 Canada Summer 
Jobs program, forcing all 
applicants to indicate sup- 
port for a clause that pro- 
motes values that go against 
our faith, such as abortion, 
in order to be considered. 
We cannot comply with this 
unjust requirement." 

Collins is asking members 
of the Catholic Church to 
write their local MP by vis- 
iting savesummerjobs.ca. 

"A summer camp for deaf 
children, employment for 


City employees who made the 
2017 sunshine list of public 
workers making over 
$100,000 a year. They earned 
an average of almost $120,000 
in 2017 at a cost of over $91m 
in salaries and taxable benefits. 

Medeiros says he’s been 
“screaming” about this stuff 
since he first got on council in 
2014. Now, he says it’s become 
part of the “public discourse.” 

He says people are asking, 
“The province is freezing, what 
are you doing here at the city? 
What are you doing here in 
Brampton to cut salaries? 
What are you doing to reduce 
staff? It’s healthy because it 
forces you to ask ‘what are you 
doing for your part.” 

Ford has already begun 
tightening provincial expendi- 
tures announcing a provincial 
hiring freeze shortly after win- 
ning a solid majority in the 
June 7 election. 

He campaigned and won 


developmentally challenged 
young people, students cut- 
ting grass or helping with 
gardening, people welcom- 
ing newcomers to our coun- 
try -— these important 
community services will be 
most impacted,” wrote 
Collins. 

Peel Weekly News _ re- 
quested a comment from 
Liberal MP Sven Spenge- 
mann but has yet to hear 
back. 

In a previous interview, he 
has denied that the changes 
in the Summer Jobs appli- 
cation force anyone to vio- 
late their principles. 

“These are public dollars 
being used to create unique 
employment opportunities 
for children. They should 
not be advanced in the in- 
terest that goes against 
rights and jurisprudence 
that goes against women’s 
rights. That’s all it’s about,” 
he said. 

Last year, the Trudeau 
government added a clause 
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vowing to ease the burden on 
taxpayers, a message that isn’t 
lost on councillors. 

“People don’t want to pay 
more tax,” Medeiros says. 
“They don’t want to pay for the 
kind of progressive policies 
(like green initiatives) and that 
tells me that we’re going one 
way but the electorate has sig- 
nalled to us that a lot of this 
stuff, as much as it is impor- 
tant, the public doesn’t want to 
pay for it.” 

Among Ford’s taxpayer- 
friendly promises was a middle 
class tax cut aimed at reducing 
the second Ontario tax bracket. 

Medeiros says the election of 
Ford has signalled that taxa- 
tion is a pocketbook issue, 
which he expects councillors to 
answer for come election time. 

“Their cost of living has gone 
higher, wages have not gone 
higher. They're struggling. 
They want a government that’s 
responsive.” 


to the Canada Summer Jobs 
Program, which requires 
applicants for grants to de- 
clare their core mandate re- 
spects “the values 
underlying the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Free- 
doms,” and goes on to 
specifically mention repro- 
ductive rights, which means 
access to abortions. 

The clause has angered 
faith groups opposed to 
abortion and has been con- 
demned as an attack on 
freedom of speech by civil 
liberties associations. 

Collins says, “faith com- 
munities across the country 
(and politicians from all 
parties) have condemned 
the new requirement, in- 
cluding the Canadian Coun- 
cil of Imams, the Rabbinical 
Council of America, the 
Evangelical Fellowship of 
Canada and the Canadian 
Council of Christian Chari- 
ties. We should all take note

faith communities but re- 
quires them to profess a set 
of values which is against 
their faith in order to be eli- 
gible for government fund- 
ing." 

A poll by Angus Reid 
found Canadians are split 
down the middle over 
whether the clause is fair or 
not. 

However, the pollster also 
found that “in a hypotheti- 
cal scenario where a pro-life 
organization applies for the 
Summer Jobs Grant pro- 
gram to subsidize activities 
unrelated to abortion advo- 
cacy, three-quarters of 
Canadians (73%) say they 
should be eligible for federal 
funding.” 

In the recent “March for 
Life” rally in Ottawa, thou- 
sands of pro-life demonstra- 
tors called on the Trudeau 
government to drop the 
controversial clause.

Caledon, Brampton and 


Mississauga will elect its 
Mayor and Councilors this Oc- 
tober, and it’s set to shake up 
the municipal system, specifi- 
cally Brampton. 

After four years of watching 
train wreck after train wreck, 
the people of Brampton are in- 
deel ready to speak loudly. 

After watching a council and 
mayor really not accomplish 
very much over the past four 
years, Ihave one question - 
was it a necessary evil? 

Did Brampton need to go 
through this process to learn 
how to move forward into the 
roaring 20’s? 

A century ago, so much was 
changing for towns and cities, 
growth, infrastructure, hous- 
ing - and it’s the exact same 
thing today that needs ad- 
dressing. Nobody questions 
Brampton’s growth over the 
past 20 years being Canada’s 
ninth largest city, but with 
hindsight being 20/20, plan- 
ning for growth and proper 
development sadly seems to 
be lacking. 


There’s not enough vision 
for what Brampton should 
look like today. While other 
municipalities are shining, 
Brampton is stuck in a non-ef- 
fective growth pattern. 

The word from the incum- 
bents is that we have a univer- 
sity on its way. 

Can someone tell me what 
downtown Brampton is to 
look like in two, four or eight 
eae Or why it did not look 
ike that two, four or eight 
years ago? 

The previously-announced 
Master Plan is well overdue, 
and it’s time some of the old 
guard pays the price for their 
indecision over the past term. 


Voters can deal with the past 
by deciding on Brampton’s fu- 
ture. 

Caledon is one of those rare 
small centres that seems to be 
frozen in time. 

I attended the Celebrate 
Caledon festival last weekend 
and spent time with Mayor 
Allan Thompson as well as 
Mayoral candidate Barb 
Shaughnessey. What immedi- 
ately captured my senses was 
their community spirit. 

It brought me back to my 
days in Bramalea when we 
used to have “Nittygrittybra- 
mawingding”. You would have 
to have lived it to say it. I later 
bought my first home in Or- 


angeville at the age of 19, and 
I really did enjoy the small 
town feeling for community 
events from my youth. 

In one breath, Caledon’s a 
small town, and in the next, a 
growing community — that 
needs the full attention of its 
leaders. Can the Town handle 
growth? 

Caledon voters will have 
plenty of choices this fall, and 
they will need to carefully 
study what is planned for its 
growth and vote accordingly. 

Mississauga, my home now, 
seems very well put together, 
but it also is preparing for 
massive changes. 

The LRT, the Rogers devel- 


opment at City Centre, the 
multiple waterfront plans that 
are all coming into focus and 
the Dundas corridor the east / 
west non-highway road that 
appears set to become the 
city’s version of Rodeo Drive 
in Los Angeles. 

Mississauga does have some 
councilor changes coming, as 
two longtime veterans have 
left to pursue other worlds, 
leaving the field wide open for 
new blood. 

Ron Starr has declared his 
intention to run for the Chair 
position of Peel Region, but 
could Nando Iannicca be far 
behind? 

The Chair position effec- 
tively could become the Mayor 
of 1.4 million people in Peel - 
sort of a “Super Mayor”. 

Both of these men have 30 
years experience in municipal 
politics and it is the single best 
qualification needed for this 
position. Others who may 
enter the race would be un- 
knowns or former Provincial 
candidates. 

No matter their experience 
level, they won't know our Re- 
gion as well. 

There’s only four months 
and counting. 


One man in custody after drug Man charged with luring sex 


trafficking investigation 


A 30-year-old Missis- 
sauga man is charged 
with multiple offenses 
related to drug traffick- 
ing after an investigation 
by Peel Police. 

The region’s Vice, 
Narcotics, and Street 
Level Organized Crime 
Unit launched the inves- 
tigation in March. 

Investigators later exe- 
cuted three search war- 
rants in Mississauga and 
discovered more than 
$2.5 million dollars 
worth of illegal drugs, 
including diluted and 
pure fentanyl, heroin, 
MDMA, cocaine and 
more. 

Detectives later ar- 
rested 30 year-old 
Matthew Phan, of Mis- 
sissauga, and charged 


him with multiple drug- 
related offenses. 

This follows a number 
of arrests over the last 
several months related 
to cocaine and heroin 
combined with fentanyl 
and/or carfentanyl being 
sold to unsuspecting 
customers. 

Investigators are still 
looking for witnesses or 
video related to the in- 


vestigation. Anyone who 
may have additional in- 
formation is asked to call 
Peel Police at (905) 453- 
2121, ext.

Keith Sunith Aaron (Peel Police) 
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Trudeau pushes diversity as Canada’s refugee crisis deepens

On the National Day of Re- 
membrance for Victims of Ter- 
rorism, PM Trudeau once 
au spoke of ‘inclusivity’ and 
‘diversity’ within the context of 
the global terror threat. 

“Terrorists believe, through 
cowardly and violent acts, that 
they can make us question not 
only our safety, but the demo- 
cratic institutions that keep us 
safe. They are wrong. Canadi- 
ans are for facts and diversity, 
not fear and division. Our soci- 
ety thrives on inclusivity, and 
these acts only strengthen our 
resolve for unity,” Trudeau said 
in a press release. 

The implication is Canadians 
won't stop embracing ‘diver- 
sity’ despite terror attacks in 
other countries and our own. 

Are we to assume he thinks 
Canadians are determined to 
embrace ‘inclusivity’ at any 
price including at the cost of 


our sa ee 

If so, he’s sadly mistaken. 
Canadians are already uneasy 
about their safety especially in 
the wake of the Toronto truck 
attack. While the authorities 
don’t call it a ‘terror’ attack, it 
bears the hallmark of ISIS in- 
spired atrocities in many other 
countries. 

Every time the issue of terror 
is brought up, there’s a liberal 


politician raising the issue of 
‘inclusivity’. Bonnie Crombie 
did it after the van murders in 
North York. 

My question is this - why? 
Why the need to constantly 
drive home ‘diversity’ every 
time the word terror comes 
up? 

I_ believe _ self-admitted 
‘global citizens’ like Justin 
Trudeau are committed to re- 
making this country culturally 
and politically and that means 
open borders. That’s why he 
has precipitated a border crisis 
in which refugees are flooding 
into this country at a rate we

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cannot safely absorb. 

As the Globe and Mail re- 
ported on June 20, “Canada’s 
approach to asylum seekers 
has been markedly different 
from the United States, spark- 
ing an influx of recent arrivals. 
Some refugee claimants are ar- 
riving at airports, while more 
than 9,000 have crossed from 
the U.S. border into Quebec

And that has added to a crowd- 
ing crunch, pushing shelters 
over capacity and driving up 
costs.” 

We have a growing refugee 


crisis in this country and this 
PM is to blame for it. As it has 
in other countries, this kind of 
unrestrained influx could put 
our security at risk and lead to 
terror attacks in Canada. The 
open-borders advocates in the 
Liberal Pa like Trudeau 
know it and don’t want to pay 
a political price when it hap- 
pens. 

They repeat the same ‘diver- 
sity mantra. Their message is 
clear, unless you are willing to 
put eee safety and economy 
on the line all in the name of 
diversity and open borders; 
youre not a real Canadian. 


In Europe, particularly in 
eastern Europe and now Italy, 
residents are electing populist 
governments determined not 
only to stop the influx but, as in 
the words of Italian Interior 
Minister Matteo Salvini, ‘send 
half a million of them packing’. 

In Italy’s case, this is about 
self-preservation. It’s not pos- 
sible to take millions of people 
in without destroying the cul- 
tural fabric of the country un- 
less of course, that is ones 
intent. 

Which brings me back to 
Justin Trudeau and his insis- 
tence on ‘diversity’ at any cost. 
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He knows the flood of refugees 
engulfing this country could 
lead to the same deadly sce- 
nario which has played out in 
spilled blood across Europe 
where waves of refugees pour 


into countries _ straining 
economies and jeopardizing 
security. 


His statement on June 23 
reads, “In times of tragedy and 
testing, Canadians have shown 
that the values which bring us 
together — inclusion, compas- 
sion, justice, and equality — are 
much stronger than the forces 
that try, and fail, to wedge us 
apart.” 

Under this PM we are more 
divided and less secure than we 
have been since his father was 
around. Of course refugees 
should be accepted but it 
should be at a rate that doesn’t 
strain the resources of a coun- 
try. 
“Vis use of feel good words 
like ‘diversity’ and ‘inclusivity’ 
appear intended to shame us 
into accepting unlimited new- 
comers at any cost. Canadians 
are a decent and generous peo- 
ple and this PM is using that 
against us. 

Our people can and should 
embrace diversity - but not at 
the expense of our safety or our 
economy.

Fatal accident and 
shooting incident mark 
violent week in Peel 


A 21 year-old Brampton 
man and a Mississauga res- 
ident died in two incidents 
throughout the region 
within the last few days, 
marking one of the most vi- 
olent weeks in Peel so far 
this year. 

In Mississauga, fire crews 
and police responded to the 
scene of a vehicle fire on 
Sunday evening at the cor- 
ner of Dixie and Lakeshore 
Road. 

Upon arriving at the 
scene, firefighters extin- 
guished the blaze and dis- 
covered a victim within the 
vehicle. 

After a subsequent inves- 
tigation, police arrested 27 
year-old Ainar Gancthey, 
who was charged with sec- 
ond degree murder and 
arson. He appeared Monday 
morning in Brampton court 
for a bail hearing. 

In Brampton, police re- 
sponded to reports of a 
shooting early Thursday 
morning (June 21) in the 
Martree Crescent area.. 


Responding officers lo- 
cated 21 year-old Brandon 
Hall, who had no vital signs. 
Hall, a Brampton resident, 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

The two victims are the re- 
gion’s 13th and 14th homi- 
cide cases so far in 2018. 

Additionally, two teenage 
girls were stabbed outside a 
Brampton home on Sunday 
evening, in the McLaughlin 
and Remembrance area. 
Both girls were taken to a 
local hospital in series con- 
dition. 

Police are continuing to 
investigate both homicides, 
and are asking anyone with 
information related to ei- 
ther investigation is asked to 
call investigators at the 
Homicide and Missing Per- 
sons Bureau at (905) 453- 
2121, ext.

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Residents speak out after rash of violent attacks in Brampton

Local Brampton residents packed 
into the Jim Archdekin Community 
Centre this past weekend to give their 
opinion on a recent wave of gang vio- 
lence that has gripped the city and led 
to widespread condemnation from all 
levels of government. 

More than 150 or packed into 
the centre for a town hall meeting or- 
ganized by the Ontario Gurdwara 
Committee in response to a series of 
videos showing gang violence in pop- 
ulated areas, including College Plaza 
and Shoppers World. 

“We need your help,” Peel Police 
Superintendent Stephen Blom said to 
the audience. “We need to teach our 
young people that these are not the 
ways to resolve conflicts, and we need 
to do that together." 


Blom and other representatives at 


the meeting said that the cause or rea- 
sons behind the outbreak of violence 
is still unclear, and it is unknown 
whether the assailants are local or in- 
ternational youths. 

“We are alarmed and heartbroken at 
the recent violence that has gripped 
several neighborhoods in the commu- 
nity,” said NDP MPP-elects in a joint 
statement Tuesday morning. 

“We're asking the provincial govern- 
ment to take an active role in address- 
ing the violence, and its root causes.” 

The rash of violent incidents has led 
Mayor Linda Jeffrey to meet with Peel 
Police Chief Jennifer Evans, the Peel 
Police Services Board and local politi- 
cians to bring awareness to the issue 
and reassure the public of their safety. 

“I share your concerns ... the safe 
of my residents is my top priority,” 


she said in a statement. 

“Since last fall, I have been advocat- 
ing for additional resources and front- 
line police officers because of 
concerns around increasing crime 
that I had heard from my residents. ... 
you have my assurance that Peel Re- 
gional Police are well aware of this 
issue and are actively addressing our 
oye concerns regarding public 
safety.” 

Ina joint statement, Brampton MPs 
including Ruby Sahota, Sonia Sidhu, 
Raj Grewal and Kamal Khera, echoed 
Jeffrey’s pledge to address the prob- 
lem immediately and increased police 
presence in the affected areas. 

“We must work together at all levels 
of government and with our commu- 
nity to respond to this issue,” the 
statement said.

Mississaugas Planning 
and Development Commi- 
tee approved a land use plan 
Monday night which will see 
177 acres of land trans- 
formed into a mixed-use 
community that is intended 
to feature new communi 
spaces, condominiums, cul- 
tural hubs and more. 

The city’s proposed offi- 
cial plan supports the devel- 
cet of the Beoel 
which was spearheaded and 
brought forward by the late 
Ward 1 councillor Jim 
Tovey in 2008. Since then, 
community advocates, city 

lanners and_ developers 

ave worked collaborativel 
to see Tovey’s vision real- 
ized. 

“T am pleased that we are 
moving forward with our 


plans,” said Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie during the meet- 


ing. 

The lakefront redevelop- 
ment, inspired by (Tovey), 
will drive tourism, spur in- 
novation and boost eco- 
nomic growth, helping put 
Mississauga on the interna- 
tional map.” 

Key ideas and intiatives 
contained in the plan in- 
clude a continuous water- 
front that will connect 
residents across the Lake 
Ontario shoreline, a focus 
on a new urban street pat- 
tern that connects existing 
neighborhoods, an innova- 
tion and employment-ori- 
ented corridor, a new 
cultural hub and much 
more. 

Ward 1 Councillor Dave 
Cook said he was impressed 
by how both the city and 
local residents worked to- 
gether to suggest changes, 


noting that it was unusual 
for a project of this size. 

“We embrace Missis- 
sauga’s history as we move 
into the future,” said Cook, 
who requested the motion 
to approve the plan. 

“Residents in Lakeview 
and throughout the city will 
continue to work with us to 
help make Jim’s vision for 
the Lakeview waterfront a 
reality.” 

The land use plan is ex- 
pected to be passed during 
the City Council meeting on 


July 4: 

Both city staff and resi- 
dents have recommended 
that a community advisory 
panel be established during 
the engagement process to 
suspest additional changes 
and work directly with the 
developers.

New “butterfly homes” coming to long-term centres in Peel 


Long-term care centres in 
Brampton, Caledon and 
Mississauga will soon bene- 
fit from a new initiative de- 
signed to help residents 
living with dementia. 

Peel Regional Council ap- 
proved a plan last week to 
install five new “butterfly 
homes” throughout the 
three cities over the next 
three years, which are in- 
tended to help raise the 
quality of live in people liv- 
ing with dementia. 

The model was previously 
announced for and installed 
last year at the Malton Vil- 
lage Long-Term Care Cen- 
tre, where studies showed 
that it led to fewer cases of 
worsening depression, less 
people falling, improved so- 
cial engagement and re- 
duced use of antipsychotic 
drugs. 

Peel’s long-term care di- 


rector Cathy Granger said 
that residents at the home 
reported being more joyous 
and active as a result of the 
initiative. 

“They participate in run- 
ning the home as a way to 
regain a sense of meaning 
and purpose,” she said. 

The “butterfly home” 
model is fashioned after a 
similar model used by De- 
mentia Care Matters in the 
United Kingdom, developed 
by Dr. David Sheard, and is 
intended to encourage staff 
to learn about the people in 
their care and meet their 
needs for affection, activity 
and meaningful occupation. 

“Long term care tradition- 
ally does an excellent job of 
caring for the body, but 
often fails to provide what 
people need emotionally,” 
said Peel Region health 
services commissioner 


Nancy Polsinelli. 

“Tn this model, staff learn 
about emotional needs, b 
reflecting on their own feel- 
ings, which helps them to 
become more attuned to the 
needs of the people they are 
caring for, including recog- 
nizing when someone needs 
a hug or supporting them 
with an activity that gives 
them purpose.” 

The Region said they 
would support the model 
via the funding and training 
for staff at all participating 
sites that host the butterfly 
homes. Region staff have 
also advocated to regulators 
and funding bodies to sup- 
port the requirements as a 
way to enable models to be- 


come the norm in the 
province.

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Cuts in gas and hydro prices will spur business, says panel

The Mississauga business 
community had a burning 
provincial post-election ques- 
tion on June 13 - how will the 
new government be more 
friendly for business? 

The Mississauga Board of 
Trade brought a panel of gov- 
ernment relations experts to- 
gether at the University of 
Toronto Mississauga along 
with Nina Tangri, the new 
Progressive | Conservative 
Party of Ontario MPP-elect 
for Mississauga-Centre. 

Ahead of the finalized cau- 
cus assignments and swear- 
ing in on June 29, Tangri said 
Premier-elect Doug Ford 
would help business do bet- 
ter, by prioritizing a cut to 
gasoline prices and hydro 
rates; freezing minimum 
wage; cutting costs for mid- 
dle income earners and ad- 
dressing transportation 
concerns in the movement of 
people and goods. 

Stella Ambler brought a 
federal perspective from the 


Earnscliffe Strategy Group. 

The former MP acknowl- 
edged that the business envi- 
ronment had not been 
business friendly under the 
Wynne Liberal government, 
especially with its carbon tax 
policy. She predicted that 
Premier-elect Ford cut the 
tax provincially, and would 
join with Saskatchewan, 
Quebec and Alberta to chal- 
lenge any federal interven- 
tion. 

Ambler said Ontario's 
"flipped environment" elec- 
tion result signalled a turning 
point in the electorate, away 
from both the Liberals and 
the NDP. 

"PC candidates were seen 
to be more qualified, espe- 
cially for economic growth," 
she said. 

The Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce [OCC] is waiting 
for the next government to 
respond to its Vote Prosperity 
agenda released in October 
2017. 


Karl Baldauf, OCC Director 
of Government Relations 
called for the government to 
address the talent gap. In the 
21st century economy, jobs 
go unfilled for lack of quali- 
fied people and _ people 
trained up without the proper 
skills go without jobs, he said. 

The talent issue also ties to 


Bill 148 which brought in the 
$14 per hour minimum wage 
and changes to union certifi- 
cation which increase precar- 
ity for employers and 
especially small business. 
MBOT’s Director of Gov- 
ernment Relations, Brad 
Butt, suggested that the new 
MPPs should take stock of 


their local political landscape. 

Butt observed that most 
mayors in Ontario's munici- 
palities did not support Doug 
Ford as Premier, and now 
more recently unseated Lib- 
erals would likely be running 
for local office in the October 
2018 elections. 

Answers to pressing ques- 


tions that cannot be avoided 
include the resolution to the 
York University strike, which 
imperils not only course 
credits but also student visas 
for international students, 
and addressing the energy 
file, including Hydro ONE 
and alternate sources.

Town hall meeting called for 
McLaughlin Road widening 


A public meeting to dis- 
cuss the environmental as- 
sessment for a widening 
project in Caledon will be 
held next week. 

The Town will host a 
meeting regarding of 
McLaughlin Road and the 
construction of a new 
“spine” road, running from 
east to west, next Thursday, 
July 5. 

In September 2016, the 
Town initiated a Class Envi- 
ronmental Assessment (EA) 
for the widening of 
McLaughlin from Mayfield 
Road northbound (approxi- 
mately 1,700 metres). 

Based on input provided 
by key stakeholders, the 
study area has been ex- 
tended to include the High- 
way 410 interchange with 
Hurontario Street/Valley- 
wood Boulevard. 

Modifications to the inter- 
change are necessary to 
maintain and accommodate 
the operation of the pro- 
posed Spine Road intersec- 
tion with MHurontario 
Street/Highway 410 and the 
projected traffic volumes in 
the area. 

The requirement for the 
EA Study has been triggered 
by the network require- 
ments set out in the ap- 
proved Mayfield West 


Phase 2 Transportation 
Master Plan, which fulfilled 
the requirements of Phases 
1 and 2 of the Municipal 
Class EA process. 

The Master Plan was a 
comprehensive transporta- 
tion strategy accommodat- 
ing both vehicular traffic 
and provisions for the 
pedestrian/cyclist commu- 
nities. 

Road and the potential 
environmental effects 
within the extended study 
area, including additional 
input from the agencies, has 
been completed and the re- 
sults of the studies will be 
presented at the meeting. 

Representatives from the 
Town will be available to 
answer questions and dis- 
cuss next steps in the study. 

The meeting will be held 
in an open house format, 
with no formal presenta- 
tion, and will run from 5 - 
8:30 p.m. at the Margaret 
Dunn Valleywood Branch 
Library (20  Snelcrest 
Drive). 

Upon completion of the 
study, an Environmental 
Study Report will be sub- 
mitted to the Ministry of the 
Environment and Climate 
Change and made available 
for public review for a pe- 
riod of 30 days.

Innovation zone gets splashy launch in Caledon 


A newly-designed space 
that promotes entrepre- 
neurship and innovation 
launched Tuesday at Cale- 
don Town Hall, featuring a 
variety of activities and 
programs for local business 
owners to broaden their 
horizons. 

“There’s so much un- 
tapped talent and expertise 
in our business commu- 
nity,” Mayor Allan Thomp- 
son said during the event. 
“Sometimes all it takes is a 
little guidance to turn that 
spark of an idea into a real 
business...and CBIZ will be 
a focus for that.” 

CBIZ (“see-biz”) is a spe- 
cially-designed space in 
Town Hall, adjacent to 
Council Chambers, with a 
meeting room, internet-en- 
abled hot desk / work sta- 
tion, reception area, 
washroom and_ resource 
display. Staffed by the 
Town of Caledon Economic 


Development Office, CBIZ 
also offers one-on-one con- 
sultations (by appoint- 
ment), business plan 
reviews, networking events, 
access to online learning 
and seminars/workshops. 

To mark thelaunch, the 
Town has also revamped 
the business section of its 
website. 

As part of the theme 
“Caledon: the Natural 
Course of Business,” the 
new site features an en- 
tirely new research portal 
designed to help investors 
access important informa- 
tion about the Town’s at- 
tractiveness as a place to do 
business. 

The genesis for CBIZ was 
a Mayor’s Business Break- 
fast workshop in 2015 
where several ideas were 
proposed for improving the 
business climate in Cale- 
don. 

Following the workshop, 


a Business Retention and 
Expansion Task Force was 
formed with business, com- 
munity and government 
represenatives to explore 
business issues in the local 
area. 

As part of this work, Eco- 
nomic Development staff 
conducted surveys and in- 
terviews with dozens of 
Caledon businesses. One of 
its key recommendations in 
2016 was the formation of 
CBIZ as “an innovation hub 
to organically drive Cale- 
don’s economy and make it 
sustainable.” 

Since early 2017 the 
Town of Caledon Economic 
Development Office has 
been offering services 
under the CBIZ brand

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Youth violence begs for smart solutions

We've had a bit of a tem- 
pest in Brampton the last few 
weeks over youth violence. 

For the last few months, 
videos keep showing up on- 
line show young men going at 
each other with bats and 
sticks. 

Police say these encounters 
only last 10-30 seconds, but 
they concern and they un- 
nerve people. While no cul- 
prit has been caught — those 
in-the-know seem to be con- 
viniced that the culprits are 
foreign students. 

The Ontario Gurdwara 
Committee (Sikh houses of 
worship) and United Sikhs 
sponsored a town hall on the 
issue this past Sunday. 

It was so well attended that 
there was a large number 
people who couldn't get into 
the meeting who were upset 
about it outside the venue, 
the Jim Archdekin Recre- 
ation Centre. 

Inside, police, community 
activists, local politicians of 
every level and those of us 
who may run or who have de- 
clared a run for city council, 
including Paul Vicente and 
Rowena Santos, who will be 
running in Wards 1 and 5 in 
Oct., were in attendance. 
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While it was a fractious 
meeting with some flare ups 
of tempers at times, a lot of 
positive good was accom- 
plished, too... (Much was in 
Punjabi, and I didn't catch 
the drift of everything, espe- 
cially if it flared up.) 

Let's make no mistake: 
This is not solely a law en- 
forcement problem. We've 
committed to throwing some 
money at law enforcement — 
but that only deals with the 
short term problem. The 
“emergency phase.” 

The longer term solution is 
much bigger and broader 
than law enforcement. In- 
deed — that law enforcement 
is dealing with this problem, 
is evidence that there are 
problems that have got way 
out of hand. It shouldn't ever 
get bad enough that police 
are needed. 

Here's what I think we have 
happening... Young Men Be- 
having Badly (YMBB). This 
isn't anew phenomenon. We 
didn't “invent” this in Bramp- 
ton. It's lonely, disengaged, 
probably angry young men 
with too much time on their 
hands and a little bit of jingle 
in their jeans. 

In a lot of places in the 
world, this recipe adds up to 
much worse. For — really — 
this is also the recipe for 
making terrorists. Promisin 
young men with lots o 


prospects don't become ter- 
rorists. It's the ones who are 
marginalized and angry 
about it that fill the ranks of 
terror groups. 

A number of different per- 
spectives were presented, in- 
cluding a foreign student who 
presented on the panel. 

There are a number of is- 
sues. One is — not Sheridan 
College. Apparently, we have 
a number of “diploma mill” 
private schools around which 
many foreign students at- 
tend. In some of these places, 
students have as few as 2 
classes per week, so the rest 
of their time is spent finding 
what mischief idle hands and 
minds can get up to. 

Another issue is the lack of 
orientation to our society that 
these students get. There was 
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the promise to address that 
issue. 

School board _ trustee 
Harkirat Singh touched on 
the issue of mentorship, 
using the example of pro- 
grams that the public schools 

ut on for new students from 

ar-away places. 

I think is a big key to this 
problem. These young guys 
come here, 12,000 kilome- 
tres from home. They're 
young, they're lonely, they 
may be angry — they're disen- 
gaged and feel like outsiders. 

This sounds to me like a sit- 
uation that screams for “fos- 
ter” or “sponsor” families. 

What if each foreign stu- 
dent was teamed up with a 
volunteer family to help 
make their integration eas- 
ier? Some may find bonds for

life - others may not gel - but 
the idea of having someone 
who you can call if you have a 
problem just smacks of good 
sense. 

“Hi, Canadian Dad — I just 
smashed up my car — and I 
don't know what to do.” 
Someone who they can call 
for advice. Hopefully some- 
one whom they're account- 
able to. At the end of the day, 
the real crux of this is these 
young guys are accountable 
to nobody — and that's the 
beginning of this problem. 

Indeed, if the goal is to 
eventually make these stu- 
dents into Canadian citizens, 
this would just be a smart 
foundation to build right 
from the beginning when 
they arrive here as fresh- 
faced students. 

These are not “their” kids. 
These are “our” kids for the 
time being. Sure, some of 
them are of adult age - but by 
their behaviour they're 
clearly not yet adults. 

What if — worse than some 
dust-up in a parking lot for 
30 seconds — what if one of 
these lonely, angry young 
people turned the other way 
— to suicide. That too would 
be our failure. 

Mentorship, sponsorship — 
connection and integration 
with our community are, I 
think, the keys that are miss- 
ing. 


In Brampton, this business 
of dealing with students is 
about to become bread-and- 
butter to us. So let's act now 
to get the support they need 
right. 

Let's make Brampton a go- 
to place for students — not 
only because of schools they 
can attend here — but also be- 
cause of the family-like sup- 
port that we're going to make 
In Brampton. 

I can't mention this story 
without mentioning the in- 
credible leadership demon- 
strated by the Ontario 
Gurdwara Committee and 
United Sikhs. 

This is NOT their problem 
— even if some of the trou- 
bling students may be from 
that background. But these 
organizations stepped up 
with the leadership of the 
Town Hall, which is probably 
THE number one most 
meaningful thing done on 
this issue today. 

They are to be congratu- 
lated and thanked for their 
engagement and leadership.

Five new _ pedestrian 
crossovers will soon be in- 
stalled throughout Missis- 
sauga over the next few 
months, according to city 
officials. 

The new crossovers are 
part of a pilot program that 
is being used to improve 
safety on local roads, after 
councillors spoke about un- 
safe drivers in key locations 
this year. 

The program comes as 
part of a new provincial leg- 
islation under the Highway 
Traffic Act introduced in 
January 2016. Under the 
law, Ontario municipalities 
now have the ability to in- 
stall crossovers on low- 
speed roads. 

A pedestrian crossover 
is a type of crossing where 
by law, drivers are required 
to stop for pedestrians in- 
tending to cross the road. 
Crossovers allow pedestri- 
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ans to cross roads safely 
and all have specific signs 
and pavement markings. 

Operations and mainte- 
nance director Mickey 
Frost said that road safety 
is an important priority, as 
tens of thousands of people 
use the city’s roadways 
each day. “These new 
crossovers will allow pedes- 
trians to easily cross road- 
ways safely,” he said. 

More than 20 locations 
where pedestrian crossing 
assistance were requested 
by the public. 

The review of these lo- 
cations included criteria 
such as the level of pedes- 
trian and vehicle traffic in 
the area and the posted 
speed limit of the roadway 
and the locations selected 
for the pilot were deemed 
to have the greatest impact 
on public safety with a view 
to advance City Council’s

Vision Zero mandate. 

The crossovers will be 
installed at Doug Leavens 
Boulevard (Ward 10), 
Whitehorn Avenue (Ward 
6), Winding Trail (Ward 3), 
Westbridge Way (Ward 11) 


and Homelands Drive 
(Ward 2). 
The law states that driv- 


ers and cyclists must also 
stop and yield at pedestrian 
crossovers, school cross- 
ings and other locations 
where there is a crossing 
guard. 

Drivers can be fined 
$150 to $500 and three de- 
merit points for offences at 
a pedestrian crossing. 

Following the installa- 
tion of the crossovers, City 
staff will evaluate the effec- 
tiveness of the program 
over the coming year.
